DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The examiner acknowledges tine applicant's submission of the amendment dated 
4/29/201 1 . At this point, claims 23-26, 28-29 and 31 -32 have been amended. Thus 
claims 23-32 are pending in the instant application. 

Response to Arguments 
The applicant's argument that Shiraishi does not teach the composite material 
comprises a conductive polymer and an ionic liquid capable of repairing a defect in the 
anodized film. The examiner finds this argument persuasive, therefore, the examiner 
made decision to allow this limitation over the prior art. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 23-31 , the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a solid electrolytic capacitor wherein the composite material comprises 
a conductive polymer and an ionic liquid capable of repairing a defect in the anodized 
film. 

With respect to claim 32, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach the 
limitation of a method of improving a withstand voltage of a solid electrolytic capacitor 
wherein the composite material comprises a conductive polymer and an ionic liquid for 
preparing a defect of the anodized film formed on the valve material of the positive 
electrode with the ionic liquid.
